From Am¬ 
sterdam they proceeded on to Stav¬ 
anger then Bergen, Norway, where 
they were met by Ed’s cousins. 
Here they were shown the interest¬ 
ing fish market, .where service is 
great for the fish lover, as you may 
order live fish from a barrel, have 
it killed and take home to cook. 
Assuring one of fresh fish. There 
were also souvenir booths in the 
market, beautiful sealskin boots, 
rolling pins for lefse, etc. 

The 17 of Mai, Norway’s Independ¬ 
ence Day, everyone, young and old, 
turned out with flags, balloons and 
whistles to celebrate the big ocia- 
sion. A note of interest here — as 
the floats were on parade the town 
dignitaries went one direction and 
the children went by in the opposite. 
After the parade, meals were served 
in banquet ^.style, tables decorated 
With candles and flags. Celebra¬ 
tions continued uptown in the even¬ 
ing. A Viking ship was beautifully 
decorated with spruce boughs and 
flags flying from the pole. Here 
As part of the entertainment on Annual Scandinavian Day, Monica Dahl- was entertainment in song and dig- 
berg from Sweden sang. three selections in Swedish, accompanied by notaries gave speeches. An amazing 
Carl Elgstrand on his accordian and Gilbert Erickson and his guitar, and difficult sport was a big attrac¬ 


tion in the form of pole vaulting. 
Two huge poles had been erected 
and covered with grease, at the top 
was a cross beam on which clothes 
and pots were hung. Anyone who 

could climb to the top of the pole 
and reach an article could keep the 
article he chose. Ice cream and 
pylsa was served in the concessions. 
The day’s celebrations ended in a 
grand display of fireworks. Monday 
was also a holiday and all stores 
were closed, the day was spent on 
an island where city folks have 
their country residences. A sight¬ 
seeing tour was made by car from 
Bergen to Ulvik, which is a summer 
resort at the head of Hardanger 
Fjord. The roads were narrow but 
the scenery was lush. Breakfast 
served at the resort hotel was a 
smorgasbord, consisting of fish, 
fruits and a variety of breads. 
From here they went to Voss where 
they viewed 'the ancient church of 
St. Michaels which dates back to 
1300. In this are are small goat 
and sheep farms. They boarded 
the ferry at Gudvager taking a 4 
hour trip up the Hardanger Fjord 
landing at Kaupanger and just a 
few miles from here at a place 
called Laurdal they were shown an¬ 
other ancient church of interest. 
Dating back to 1138 the period be¬ 
tween Christianity and Paganism. 
(Norway is noted for preserving 
many of its ancient churches and 
buildings of historic worth). 


The next stop was the city of Oslo. 
Among the many places of interest 
here is the museum where are pre¬ 
served Viking ships from a distant 
era, such as the Fram and the fam¬ 
ous Kontiki. The man who built 
the Kontiki believed that years ago 
man had travelled from Peru to the 
Polynesian Islands by raft and his 
idea was to prove this. He and his 
men felled balsam trees at Ecuador, 
floated them down river to Peru 
and here built the raft. The trip 
took 110 days. He proved his point. 
Two other ships on view known as 
the Queen ship and the King ship 
had been surprisingly well preserved 
when dug up in the blue clay on 
the Oslo Fjord. The queen ship 
was the smaller of the two, built 
more for luxury. When dug up in¬ 
side was a coffin in house, house 
in ship with queen, her servants 
and everything she needed. The 
queen was 25 years old. The king 
ship was a war ship, broader and 
longer, approximately 1100 years 
old. 72% was the original ship still 
containing its iron rivets and there 
were 16 oar holes on each side, with 
oars made of oak and also a main¬ 
sail. It was built to accommodate 
80 men. Another ship was one 
built by Nansen for scientific pur¬ 
poses. He wanted a ship that would 
withstand pressures of ice. This

They Call Them Danes 

... or a little about what re¬ 
markable creatures the Danes 

are — one way and another. 

It is pretty well agreed upon that 
Danes are a friendly type of human. 
They smile to foreigners and are 
hospitable and sociable. The only 
real exception occurs when there 
aren’t any foreigners around. They 
can very well snarl a bit at each 
other in traffic, and they know how 
to fight wildly and vigorously with 
inherited Viking zeal whenever it is 
necessary to secure a seat on a 
streetcar or a bus, or when thex - e is 
only one bottle of Tuborg left. But 
anyhow, they are friendly people. 

The Danes are modest, too. So 
modest that it borders on swelled 
heads. 

A lot of them believe that they 
make the best cheese, and the best 
butter, the best silver, the best por¬ 
celain, and he best beer in the 
world. And they do, of course. 

Danes are not really very polite 
compared with the English, the Am¬ 
ericans, or the Swedes. There was 
once a Dane who announced that 
he preferred the Swedish politeness 
to the Danish informality. “Oh, 
yes,” said his friend, but the Swedes 
don’t mean anything by it”. “Never¬ 
theless”, the man answered, “I still 
prefer that kind of politeness to the 
Danish rudeness, even though the 
Danes mean it ever so much more.” 

Things are a lot easier for a vis¬ 
itor if he understands in advance 
that Danish males are perfectly 
willing to knock down unprotected 
women when it has anything to do 
with a street-car; that they wouldn’t 
dream of getting out of he comfor- 
able chair hey are sitting in just 
because a lady comes in; and that 
it is with the greatest delight they 
allow a lady to go up a long flight 
of stairs ahead of them. Once I 
was given an explanation of why a 
gentleman really should go up first. 
Oh, it’s not what you think. It’s 
simply this: “How on earth would 
she know where he lives?” 

On one point the Danes are polite. 
They say, “Thank you”. The av¬ 
erage Dane says it about three 
hundren times a day, beginning 
with three thanks when he buys 
his railroad ticket or pays for some¬ 
thing in a store, right on up to the 
over-hearty “handshake with the 
cover on”. This charming expres¬ 
sion of gratitude is accomplished 
by gazing deep into the other per¬ 
son’s eyes and then, as if there 
were a lump in the throat, with the 
voice almost quavering, one says, 
“tusind tak”. We do it that way 
because it is so much easier than 
to start by saying “tak” a thousand 
times and thereby using up a good 
three-days supply of the word.

possible without paying for any of 
it . . . or at any rate only a ridic¬ 
ulously small sum. There are the 
universities as well, where it is 
.just as inexpensive to study to be 
doctors, lawyers, priests or scien¬ 
tists, who concern themselves with 
everything from elephants to atoms. 
And finally, Denmark has its great 
pride, the “Folk High Schools”, 
where country youth for the last 
hundred years has been given an 
insight into Danish speech, Danish 
songs, Danish literature and lang¬ 
uage, and that indefinable thing 
called Danish culture. 

This results in a general level of 
education that is often surprising. 
It makes it quite possible to find 
oneself talking of Faulkner and Sar¬ 
oyan with a longshoreman; Dunne 
with a watchmaker; Hoxley with 
a film producer; Grandma Moses 
with a street photographer; Alice in 
Wonderland with the professor and 
Ulysses with the taxi driver — and 
with luck it is even possible to 
quarrel over Delius with the owner 
of a merry-go-round or about atom- 
splitting with a stone-cutter by the 
road-side. Recently, a tram driver 
won the top prize 10,000 Danish 
Kroner in a radio-quiz by answer¬ 
ing correctly 7 complicated ques¬ 
tions in nuclear physics. 

To a certain degree, this wide¬ 
spread interest in everything under 
the sun is bound up with the fact 
that Danes are as untiringly curious 
as Kipling’s young elephant. There¬ 
fore, they gladly travel out into 
the world and only lack of money 
keeps them from travelling more. 
Many of them come back home 
again, too, but others settle in for¬ 
eign lands and try to be good cit¬ 
izens who do so well that one fine 
day they come home to the old 
country and announce that they have 
been knighted, or have bought a 
Cadillac for themselves and a blue 
mink for their wives. 

Every Dane reads books which 
can be borrowed free at the public 
libraries if they don’t want to buy 
them. They paint and they draw, 
and many of them are such clever 
musicians that they can play some¬ 
thing else besides the gramophone. 

The homes are light and friendly, 
and there are always plants and 
flowers in the windows, which sur¬ 
prises many visitors. The furniture 
is good and well made and, fortu¬ 
nately the fashion for brand-new 
Renaissance furniture is beginning 
to die out. 

The language is Danish and the 
Danes themselves think it can sound 
beautiful when it is spoken or sung 
well, and it is easy to read. They 
also believe it is easy to pronounce 
— something any English-speaking 
visitor will quickly discover is not 
quite true.

was a wooden ship with sides of 
great strength. There were three 
layers of wood in the sides, he fused 
planks 35 inches thick. The interior 
of the layer was stiffened with 1000 
cross pieces. He believed making 
the sides strong the ship would with¬ 
stand ice pressure. His first trip 
to the arctic was unsuccessful, the 
second one in 1898-1902 he failed 
again to reach the North Pole,' in¬ 
stead landed at Greenland. The 
trip was a success scientifically. 
The city of Oslo was built in 1050 
has a population of 500,000 people. 
Norway’s total population is 36,000,- 
000. The city hall was completed 
in 1950 and all the walls are decor¬ 
ated with murals depicting Norway 
from the Viking age to the modern 
day. The people of Norway are 
97% State religion which is Luther¬ 
an, although free to change any 
time, permission must first be ob¬ 
tained. 

The next stop-over was Stockholm, 
this city is built on islands. It is 
joined by 50 bridges and can also 
be toured by boat. It was here 
they paid a visit to the Carl Milles 
home, a lovely museum containing 
his own sculpture work. His wife 
is still living in her own house near¬ 
by. From here the journey took 
them to the island of Gotland and 
the old town of Visby. This is sur¬ 
rounded by a high old stone wall 
built for protection from the enemy 
and most of the wall still stands. 
The farms in this area are fair-sized 
chiefly rape seed, barley, rye and 
dairying. Here too can be seen 
a number of the old type stone 
churches. 

Denmark was also on the travel 
itinerary. This country has a popu¬ 
lation of 12,000,000 and 14 of this 
papulation live in the city of Copen¬ 
hagen which is a harbor of mer¬ 
chants. It. might, also be considered 
a bicycle city, as there are 500,000 
bicycles which are used in place of 
cars and greatly eases the parking 
problem. The old part of the city 
is mostly apartments built in the 
last century, preference here is 
given couples with children. The 
rent is controlled by the government. 
There is no unemployment in Den¬ 
mark. The 5,000 mile coast line 
consists of many small islands of 
which 400 are still uninhabited.

Iceland 

The August issue of Argosy, a 
well-known magazine for men, has 
an excellent article on Iceland for 
their travel feature. It is full of 
information for anyone planning a 
trip to Iceland; it gives rates for 
accommodations, sightseeing tours, 
etc. There are also other interest¬ 
ing sidelights such as the story of 
the birth of Icelandic Airlines. 

An article entitled “The Frozen 
Plane That Saved an Airline” is 
featured in the August issue of 
“True”, another man’s magazine.

Extend Nordic 
Pilot Training 

Canada has extended its agree¬ 
ment to train Danish and Norweg¬ 
ian Air Force pilots on Canadian 
bases, the department of external 
affairs announced recently. The 
new four-year agreement covers 
the yearly training of 35 Danish 
and 25 Norwegian pilots on RCAF 
bases at Moose Jaw, Sask., and 
Gimli, Man. 

Cattle are raised here, 70% beef, 
15% Holstein, and 15% Jersey. The 
subsoil is lime and chalk. The na¬ 
tional tree of Denmark is the beech 
tree. Children go to school in Den¬ 
mark 6 days a week and school is 
compulsory to the age of 14, it is 
also free. The young boys of Den¬ 
mark are required to serve 15 
months in the services. This is 
compulsory. The average farm is 
70 acres. They export canned food 
and cheese. An interesting motto 
of the country is “Eat what you can, 
when you can’t eat can”. 

Denmark has four castles which 
are a big tourist attraction. One is 
now in use as a church. The pres¬ 
ent king is 63 years of age and mar¬ 
ried to Ingrid, daughter of the king 
of Sweden. They have 3 girls, the 
oldest succeeds the father. The 
youngest, who is 17, is engaged to 
the king of Greece. Since 1940, the 
king has not been crowned, he is 
now proclaimed. 

The travellers found the time 
much too brief and would like to 
return to the Scandinavian countries 
for another visit some day.
